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Building and capital 
improvements include 
renovations to six science 
labs, SC main office, tennis 
courts, two gym ceilings, 22 
air conditioned classrooms, 
and multiple roof repairs and 
replacements. Work on two 
remaining projects -NC cafe 
and Reber Center- will 
continue as scheduled 
through March. 
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Through the use of 20 new 
reflective ceiling "clouds" 
and with the elimination of 
the stage thrust (to allow 
for an orchestra pit), the 
Reber Center acoustics will 
be dramatically improved. 
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3,000 lineal feet of 
galvanized plumbing were 
replaced throughout both 
campuses. Some of the 
pipes were more than 
80-years-old. 
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The new North Campus 
student cafeteria windows 
contain 1,700 square feet 
of the highest clarity glaz- 
ing, allowing for maximum 
amount of natural light. 
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In total, 875 tons of 
concrete were poured for 
major projects at both 
campuses. 
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A total of 4,700 lockers 
were replaced in the North 
Campus fieldhouse locker 
rooms. 
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Six South Campus sci- 
ence labs were renovated, 
complete with new lab 
stations, ceilings, lighting, 
plumbing and casework.

For the fifth 
consecutive year, more students 
took Advanced Placement (AP) 
tests and more AP tests were ad- 
ministered in 2014 than in any 
time in LT history. Since 1998, 
LT has increased the number 
of AP exams taken by 3.5 times 
and the number of students tak- 
ing AP exams has tripled since 
1998. In total, 742 students 
took 1,648 AP exams.
